The "Irish Kopublio," notwithstand- 
ing the attempts made to proloug itti 
ezisteuoe by frantio appeals to thu 
patriotism of its " oitizuns," appears 
to be about ul its last gasp. It is trae 
that StepheuB, tlio groat head-oentro, 
is endeavoring to rally around him tbo 
army which discontent, inertness and 
bad whisky have sadly redaood in 
numbers and offlcioDoy ; and it is not 
denied that "Prosldont" Eoberts is as 
lealonsly ongugud as ovor in ondoan 
voring to " fire tbo Irish lioart ;" but 
their efforts are sadly crippled by the 
deieotion of General Ssvooaoy and 
otber military loaders, and by a 
general want of oonfidenoe ia the 
insane movement expressod by 
Irishmen gonorally. Without money, 
the " FiDDOgaos " must dissolve, and 
as oontribuiions have almost ooasod 
of late, there appoars to bo no danger 
of anything very alarming being ogain 
heard from tbom, o^icepb the Canadian 
Government were to hung all who may 
be convicted of having been ionnd in 
arms . on British territory. Each 
martyr would be worth at least half a 
million of dollars and ono hundred 
thousand men to tbo Eopublic. Noth- 
ing would knit them closer togothor or 
insure another raid so effectually, as 
the execution of half-a-dozen of the 
graceless humbugs who are now on 
trial at Toronto, and no news would 
be more welcome to Stephons and 
Jiobertd.than an announ cement that 
the extreme penalty of the laiv had 
been inflicted upon their brethren. 
We are glad to know, however, that 
they will be disappointed. The Can 
nadians have wisely refused to give the 
Penians a martyr, and they must now 
rely upon the " gift of gab " to keep 
the machine running. The whole or- 
ganization appears to have been a 
swindling operation from beginning to 
end. The leaders have drained many 
dQllajTS , from the pockets of their 
simplcMminded countrymen in tbo 
United States under the pretext of 
freeing Ireland, but really with a 
design of enriching themselves. Kol a 
poor hard-working laborer or me« 
obanicimtwas compelled, under pain oi 
being ostracised, to set apart a weekly 
sum from bi^ earnings in aid ot tbo 
cause; and even poor servant girls and 
washerwomon — some of whom had 
difficulty in supporting existonco — 
were bamboozled into contributing to- 
ward the support of the Irish iiopublic. 
The total of monies thns roooived 
must have reached §2,000,000 ; and 
yet when the O'Mahonoy faction re- 
signed^ 'onjy $1100 were found in the 
treaS^ury. All the balance had boon 
dissipated by the leaders, who had 
dined and dressed sumptuously, whilo 
their poor dupes had deprived tbem- 
Bolves of the necessaries of life in the 
hope that they were doing some good 
for their native land. Every dog is 
said to bavo bis day, and Foniani^ni 
has had its day. On this ooast tbo 
fever has almost entirely diod out, and 
not a dollar is now being sent East to 
assist in tbo prosecution of the " war."

With regard to 
tbo HO'oallod citizens of tho Irish Re- 
public, thoro i'j a nice quoHiion in- 
volved. iJy ad(j])'.ioij Ihoy luo citi- 
zens oi thu United yiatus, yot Ihoy do 
not hesitate to cast oil' their ullo^iinicu 
at a nioiueiit's notice, and swuar iillu- 
giance to the provi.sional govoruniont 
of Ireland. As Iri.'ihmoii tlioy mako 
war ujion Great Hritain, but tho 
moment troublo mcota thoni tho}' 
claim to bo Aiiioriciui citi/.ous unci 
demand tho protection nl' iliu Gov- 
ornmont from which they huvo just 
Bcoedcd. .Having boon bciiteii back 
by the Gaiiadiaiiri thoy ro.iiinio their 
political privi!o;.;cH in tbo United ytalcs 
u« coolly as it thoy bad never forfeited 
^oir right to^do so.

Men finding 
thomgelves with radons and lodgings- single 
luuri, 23. per diem, 12s, per week ; married 
man and wife, 'iBi 6d. per diem, ISs. per 
week ; each child under fonrteea years of 
ago, la. Gd. per week. Working time, wet 
and dry, eight hours per diem. — Qucenslmul 
Times — A considerable number ot men with 
swngshave passed through Dalby during tho 
woeic fur up-country. .Si any of them wure 
ri.'eeritly einpioyeil on tiie railway, near 
Toowoouiba; and ihcir disinisiul has render- 
ed it necessary to seek employment on the 
Htntions, and wo hope that they will be suc- 
cesalul. Tho lambing season is now com« 
moucing, and tho statiouB will bo busy iu the 
enur.so of aiiolher lortuight, Shortly alter- 
wards the shearing will commence, and al- 
thiiugb the new bands who bavo been driven 
to shift for themselves may not be so export 
iu that occupation as handling iho pick and 
shovel, a little prnotieo and perseverance will 
oiialile them to niiuit llieinsolves tolerably well.

A large number of our countrymen have 
been imiuoed to come nut to this oolooy on 
the laiili oi their ohtaiiiiug rcmnnBrativo 
I iiiplnyuieiit on tho works to be curried on 
here. II the I iu veriim out, through cireimi- 
Manees over which they had no control, can- 
not give them oiu pluymeiit , ihesu men are 
nut in fault ; they niu-l seek it elsewhere in 
order to live. The si|uattora are uut bound 
to support them , but it will only bu a 
i;iaoelul act on their part if, having work to 
do— particularly of the description above 
iiieutioiicd— they contrive to have that work 
dniiu at once, and make the sufTerings of 
the iiiiuiigraotH le.s.s diMtressing and acute 
than they ulherwiso would be. On .Monday 
la.3t wn observed two wornon, aceonipaiiled 
by their husbands and several young chil- 
dren, laboiiously toiling on foul with heavy 
.swag,s 6tr.ij)ped on tl'.oir backs, guiug on thu 
errand of asking '• leave to toil" lor their sub- 
.sistence. These liavo a peculiar claim to 
our sympathy, aud we hope they will he lor- 
lunato in speedily obtaining employment. —
